ORDERED FOR 
THIS CITY 

Foimulation of a California 
Reserve Company has been au¬ 
thorized in Sierra Madre. 

To qualify for the Reserve Unit 
a man must have had military 
training or experience in the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Air 
Force. Coast Guard, National 
Guard or State Guard. 

In a very direct sense, the Of¬ 
ficers and men in the Reserve 
Units can be compared to the 
“Minute Men” of Colonial times. 
They are essentially an emer¬ 
gency organization to supple¬ 
ment the National Guard to be 
ready to take over if the Na¬ 
tional Guard Troops are called 
into Federal service. 

In the meantime, members of 
the Reserve Units have nothing 
ahead of them but hard work 
and no pay. It is definitely a 
volunteer patriotic service. 

Unit Commander Captain Ar¬ 
thur H. Embree, has announced 
that the Unit meets on stated 
dates for the purpose of study 
and classroom discussion. Special 
attention is being given to local 
security problems related to the 
maintenance of law and order In 
this Area. 

The Unit is part of a brigade 
which has been formed in the 
6th Reserve Area under the di¬ 
rection of California’s Adjutant 
General, Major General Curtis 
S. O’Sullivan. The Reserves are 
a part of the 40th Infantry Divi¬ 
sion, California National Guard.

DC-6 Crash 
Effects in 
Sierra Madre 

The world Is becoming a 
smaller place to live. When the 
big DC-6 United Airliner crash¬ 
ed June 7th at Mount Carmel, 
Pa.-, no one thought of Sierra 
Madre feeling the effect, but 
this week three business firms 
have evidence that their mail 
was aboard. 

Jeweler Byron C. Hopper re¬ 
ceived an envelope from the 
post office at Mount Carmel 
containing a charred letter 
which he had sent to a New 
York house cancelling a large 
shipment of diamonds. Inas¬ 
much as the shipment arrived 
Mr. Hopper had surmised that 
the cancellation never reached 
New York. 

Attorney Noren Eaton re¬ 
ceived word from a New Jersey 
addressee that they had also 
received a charred half letter 
from him with a torn check. 

’The most serious situation 
comes from the R. A. Hawks 
Company which had sent a 
shipment of artificial arm 
hooks via air mail to the re¬ 
search laboratory in New York. 
The shipment was experimental 
units for the army of Prosthetic 
work done by the Hawks Com¬ 
pany for test purposes. The 
units were of intrinsic value for 
research purposes. The ship¬ 
ment was mailed on a sched¬ 
ule which would have coincided 
with the DC-6 flight. Inasmuch 
as the New York Laboratory 
notified the Hawks Company 
that the units were never re¬ 
ceived, it is reasonable to sup¬ 
pose that they were lost in the 
crash. 


First reading of the new or¬ 
dinance will be Tuesday night 
at the City Council’s regular 
bi-monthly meeting. This 
meeting will be thrown open to 
the public for discussion of the 
water question, and anyone who 
wishes to may speak his piece. 
Reading of an ordinance is pre¬ 
liminary to its consideration by 
the Council, and does not In 
itself constitute endorsement 
by the group as a whole. Coun¬ 
cil meetings are held in the 
court chamber of the City Hall, 
starting at 8 p. m. 

Mr. Barter has been the prime 
mover in obtaining what he 
prefers to call “adjustment” of 
water rates to conform with 
costs. It is his contention that 
the Water Department has not 
been paying its way, that in the 
case of the large users in par¬ 
ticular it has been supplying 
water for far less than cost. He 
is being backed in his stand 
by several of the largest and 
most influential water users. 

In a conference called by Mr. 
Barter on Tuesday night, and 
attended b y Mayor Milton 
Steinberger, Chamber of Com¬ 
merce President Noren Eaton, 
by representatives of citrus 
growers and nurserymen, by a 
member of the Sierra Madre 
Civic Club, and by a reporter 
from the NEWS, the necessity 
for increasing rates was ac¬ 
cepted as inevitable. 

Commending Councilman 
Barter for his study of the 
water situation, the big users 
also agreed with him most em¬ 
phatically that present Water 
Department bookkeeping meth¬ 
ods are inadequate and should 
be revised. They demanded 
that an expert cost analysis be 
made, that the Water Depart¬ 
ment be set up on a "sound 
business basis,” and that water 
receipts be kept absolutely 
separate from other city 
moneys. ’They made thelf ap¬ 
proval of rate increases contin¬ 
gent on these steps being taken. 
’They asked that any ordinance 
passed before detailed cost 
studies have been made be 
labeled “emergency” and "tem¬ 
porary.” Barter said that such 
a temporary ordinance would be 
satisfactory to him but stressed 
that he was not authorized to 
speak for the Council as a 
whole. 

The conference was held at 
the home of Frank Spencer, 
Chairman of the Sierra Madre 
Planning Commission and own¬ 
er of citrus acreage. Other 
large water users present were 
C. L. Washburn and Robert 
Ford, of the Bassett and Wash¬ 
burn Kentla Palm Nursery; 
citrus-grower E. Waldo Ward; 
Webster Vannier; and from the 
Civic Club, Mrs. Louis J. Sauter.

and knowing that there will be 
little or no time following such 
an affair to write fire news, 
now is the time. To date, there 
has been little reason to believe 
that our folks are going to dis¬ 
regard our request to ban fire¬ 
works. As was expected, there 
are bound to be some who will 
not heed. The violations at 
this point are so slight that 
they do not deserve considera¬ 
tion. For this we are very, very 
thankful. It makes us feel as 
tho’ our folks are with us. A 
fire call on the eve of July 
Fourth might have been caused 
from fireworks, and it may not 
have been, but we at least can 
claim small damage and slight 
loss. There have been less 
calls for the police and fire¬ 
men to investigate fireworks 
than at any time in the history 
of the organization of the fire 
department. What does this 
mean? It means that advice 
and requests of fire fighters 
have reached the ears and eyes 
of tlse public. 

Insurance advisors realize the 
importance of fire prevention 
more than others. They know 
the value of low fire losses. 
Low fire losses permit the in¬ 
surance adjustors to lower the 
rate of Insurance. Whether we 
pay for insurance or whether 
we pay for the cost of fires, it 
is only common sense that to 
have less fire loss is the most 
profitable. 

Fire PREVENTION is the 
safest, easiest, most sensible, 
most economical, and the best 
way to combat fire. One of the 
best ways to practice FIRE 
PREVENTION is to think of 
preventing fire when there is 
anything connected with fire 
that you may happen to be 
connected with. Keep children 
away from matches and the 
matches away from the chil¬ 
dren. Children who can do 
other things to help, should not 
be asked to use matches. Fire 
has a fascination to some 
young children, therefore it is 
the duty of the parents to keep 
a watchful eye in their direc¬ 
tion and to keep matches far 
from their reach. DO NOT DE¬ 
PEND ON THE CHILDREN TO 
DO THE BURNING OF PAPERS 
IN THE INCINERATOR OR 
^ILSEWHERE. Handle matches 
and fire yourself. Remember 
that fire is a great temptation 
to children. . . There cannot be 
a report of the antics and ca¬ 
pers of the fire fighters and 
their families at the picnic.

KATCHINA DOLLS 

During the first six months of 
the year, the men carve small 
wooden figures representing the 
different Katchinas. These myth¬ 
ical beings are ancestor gods, 
culture heroes, and both human 
and animal demigods, represent¬ 
ed by masked dancers properly 
costumed. The dolls are carved 
and painted to resemble these 
dancers. The dolls are given to 
little girls, especially at the 
Powamu ceremony in February, 
which celebrates the return of 
the Katchinas to earth. The chil¬ 
dren believe the dolls are made 
by the Katchinas. Smay bows 
and arrows are given the boys 
at this time.

As Spanish governor of Baja 
California in 1769, he was put 
in command of land expeditions 
to Alta California and ordered 
to explore the port of Monterey 
which General Sebastian Visca- 
ino had sighted at sea. 

Set down in a letter, the trials 
of his trek wer" as follows: 

"Then, leaving the ‘San Car¬ 
los’ in San Diego, I gathered 
the small portion of food which 
had not been spoiled in the 
ships, and w’ent on by land to 
Monterey with that small com¬ 
pany of persons, or rather say 
skeletons, who had been spared 
by scurvy, hunger and thirst. 

"We reached Monterey after

snow, we were also without 
food and did not know where 
we were.

"... the fact is, that without 
being able to guess the reason, 
we were all under hallucina¬ 
tion, and no one dared assert 
openly that the port was indeed 
Monterey. 

“In this confusion and dis¬ 
tress, not under compulsion 
from the Russians, but from 
keen hunger ... we decided 
to return to San Diego ... in 
order that we might not die. 
Meanwhile, I ordered that at 
the end of each day’s march, 
one of the weak old mules 
which carried our baggage and 
ourselves, should be killed. The 
flesh we roasted or half fried 
In a fire made in a hole In the 
ground. 

"The mule being thus prepar¬ 
ed, without a grain of salt or 
other seasoning—for we had 
none—we shut our eyes and 
fell to on that .scaly mule 
(what misery!) like hungry 
lions. We ate twelve in as many 
days, obtaining from them, per¬ 
force, all our sustenance, all 
our appetite all our delectation. 

"At last we entered San Di¬ 
ego, smelling frightfully of 
mules—we remained a t San 
Diego nine months waiting for 
the ' ‘San Antonio’, subsisting 
for that long period on the 
geese and the fish and other 
food which the Indians brought 
us in exchange for clothing. 
Some of the soldiers were left 
with barely enough clothing to 
cover their backs, having giv¬ 
en up the rest to avoid perish¬ 
ing from want. 

"After nine months our troub¬ 
les were somewhat lessened by 
the arrival of the packet boat 
‘San Antonio’: for although 
nearly the entire crew had died 
of scurvy, we got very parti¬ 
cular consolation out of the 
corn, flour and rice which it 
brought. 

"The captain of the vessel 
represented to me the impos¬ 
sibility of continuing the voy¬ 
age—nevertheless he set sail 
with provisions for Monterey—. 

"With the 16 remaining fusil¬ 
iers and presidial soldiers I be¬ 
gan the second journey to Mon¬ 
terey. On this occasion deter¬ 
mining without mistake that 
we had found the port which 
Sebastian VIscaino drew in de¬ 
tail in his log, we set up our 
camp, the ‘San Antonio’ drop¬ 
ping anchor eight days later. 

"I was not ignorant of the 
fact that the king of Spain 
had for centuries been owner 
and legitimate lord of these 
lands, but—I repeated the'for¬ 
malities of taking legal posess- 
lon. 

"—I went also to reconnoiter 
the port of San Francisco, 60 
leagues distant. I did not linger 
there, nor did I see anything 
worthy of description save only 
a labyrinth of bays and chan¬ 
nels which inundate the ter¬ 
ritory. 

"Having returned to Monte¬ 
rey, I soon embarked for San 
Bias on the coast of New Spain 
(Mexico) where happily, I 
shortly arrived, for, on the re-

Most people enjoy basking in 
the health-giving rays of the sun, 
but many have learned from 
painful experience that It’s pos¬ 
sible to get too much of a good 
thing, even when that good thing 
l.s sunshine. A healthful tan is 
beneficial and attractive, but a 
serious burn Is a dangerous thing 
whether it comes from the sun or 
from some other source. While 
sunbathing without burning is 
healthful for most people, for 
some it is very harmful. Old peo¬ 
ple or those with heart trouble, 
tuberculosis or any other serious 
disease, should consult a doctor 
before sunbathing. 

To get that enviable suntan 
without enduring the painful, 
sunburned .stage, keep your first 
sunbath of the season down to 
15 minutes, unless you take it 
after 4 p. m., when the sun’s 
rays are less direct. Even after 
four, a half hour is long enough 
for the first day. Remember that 
ultra-violet rays penetrate clouds 
and fog, and you can be sun¬ 
burned under an overcast sky. 
Even during a short sunbath it 
is; a sensible precaution to use 
a suntan oil, cream or lotion. 

If you do get mild sunburn 
(without fever or swelling) you 
can relieve the discomfort by 
dusting your skin with a medical 
powder or ointment. For any 
serious sunburn call your doctor. 
In severe cases, there may be 
chills, fever, headache and deli¬ 
rium.
